Do the 
suppose he is a liar, and will not do 
as he has said 2? God has told them 
if they do such things he will punish 
them. Why then will they not listen 
| with reverence to his precepts, and 
| avoid his dreadful anger. 
Profanity is the ebullition of the 
fevil passions of the heart. When 
man’s rage is at its height, then it 
d@ § struggles for vent, and if itdo not ex- 
ert itself in acts of violence upon those 
around it, flows forth in a multiplici- 
y ty of oaths. An angry man is as near 
;. | a devil as any being on earth—for 
then all the diabolical feelings of his 
soul are in exercise. He bursts every 
barrier which pubiic opinion or the 
sacred precepts of Heaven throw a- 
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in —round bim—Like the storm he sweeps 
at down every thing in his way. It is 
s¢)p 00d to his fury.to destroy. He fain 


ald tear his antagonist limb from 
‘imb—Ah, he would throw him into 
-erdition, if he had the power. Some- 
imes his blasphemy is so great that 
1@ curses Heaven, and questions Om- 
ipotence. Such is the profane man, 
When he appears in full display. His 
baths are the abundant crop of those 
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seeds of Heil sown in the depraved 
heart, 

Such is the profane man, when he 
goes the greatest lengths. But every 
instance of profanity “results from the 
same passion, only, in a less degree. 
Let me ask any one who is in the ha- 
bit of using this language why he does 
it, and the only possible reason he can 
give me, will be that thus he gives 
vent to his feelings. But feelings 
that throw forth such effects as these, 
must surely be bad ones—One man 
will tell you that he swears to appear 
more dignified—He thinks it gives 
him an air of importance, to utter 
high sounding oaths— Poor fool—The 
devils curse aod blaspheme all their 
time, and are they the nobler or great- 
er for it—They but fit themselves for 
deeper damnation. Another says, 
his servants will obey him a great 
deal sooner for his swearing at them 
a little—and why? The more he 
swears the more he appears like Sa- 
tan—no wonder then his servants are 
afraid of him. His servants well 
know such language to proceed from 
diabolical feelings, and they well may 
fear that those feelings may break 
forth in acts of violence—For a little 
season the swearer may thus frighten 
his inferiors, but he is bat heaping 
upon himself wrath against the day of 
wrath—he but prepares for himself 
fiercer damnation. 

I am not merely making a display 
of words, without authority. Remem- 
ber the commandment—remember 
that denunciation peculiar to it. The 
Lord will not hold him guiltless who 
taketh his name in vain. The thun- 
ders, the earthquakes, amid which 
thisccmmand was announced—The 
blackness and darkness which sur- 
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rounded the throne of the lawgiver. 
The tremendous majesty, which for 
the time, enveloped the awful mount 
—these should make us tremble—The 
account of these handed down to us is 
a most solemn warning against break- 
- ing the precept— What! shall that 
God who thus published his will to an 
astonished universe—He who at the 
mere promulgation of his law arrayed 
himself in terrors which drank up the 
spirits—shall he fail to take ven- 
geance on those who obey him not. 
Remember the old world ! remember 
Sodom and Gomorrah! “ The Lord 
will not hold him guiltless who tak- 
eth his name in vain.” This shews 
@ very peculiar degree of pointed dis- 
approbation: a mark of divine dis- 
pleasure against this more than a- 
gainst other sins. And why—taking 
the Lord’s namein vain proves, as I 
before stated, bad feelings in the 
heart—feelings ofanger, of malice, 

of revenge , yes, with what malignity 
does the swearer pursue the name or 
the character of him whom he feels 
to be his enemy. He culls new modes 
of blasphemous speech, not content 
with the oldand common ones, be- 
eause they do not give sufficient sway 
to the devil within him. Every hour 
he strives to use a degree higher in 
the scale of blasphemy—that scale 
graduated at the court of Hell. Why 
ean man delight thus to assimilate 
himself.to the spirits of the pit. *Tis 
‘because his heart is enmity in the ab- 
strect—unleavened enmity against 
God.—He hates holiness, he loves 
iniquity, and the farther he can re- 
move himseif from the angelic habits 
and character, the more are his vile 
passions gratified. Another reason, 

why poinied disapprobation may ap- 
pear the more proper, expressed a- 
gainst this vice, is,that the commission 
of it can only result from a want of 
reverence to God. Let me ask the 


swearer—him who merely from habit 
or carelessness, takes God’s name in 
vain, 


whether if he had a father 








whom he very deeply respected an 

sincerely loved, it would be avrrec is 
to his feelin gs to speak lightly and ir- 
reverently of his name—Could he 
bear to introduce his name as a com- 
mon by word in conversalon—He6 
would not like to hear others do it, 
much less todo it himseli—Any one 
whom we deeply and sincerely res- 
pect we cannot speak lightly of—Says 
some one—I know it shews no res- 
pect for God to take his name in vain, 
but I have contracted the habit, and 
now do it without thinking any harm 
—vyou can have very little, very fee- 
ble love for God, if vou can be thus 
careless. You may have a shadow of 
excuse now, in the fact of your having 


once been excessively profane, and 
that you are non trying to break 
yourself of an oid i habit. which will 
sometimes get the better of you; but 
remember if you would watch as you 
ought, if you would pray as you 


ought, if you would reflect much up- 
on the greatness of God, and endea- 
vour to attain that reverence for him 
which you oug the hab- 
it would vanish. ‘That man who re- 
verences God can never take his name 
in vain. Remember the command of 

our Saviour— Watch—and remember 
also his promise, my grace is sufii- 
cient for thee. Perhaps you have 
heretofore trustedtoo much in your 
own good resolutions, and have not 
sought aid from God enough.—Be 
sure to go to the fountain of strength 
for help. Donot say to yourself I 
will do so and so, and look not to the 
throne for aid. But whenever you 
form resolutions, form them in the 
strength of the Lord: ask him to as- 
sist you in keeping them: If you” 
make resolutions in your own 
strength, depend upon it you will in- 
faflibly break them. 

This is one of the grand mistakes 
of the christian’s life, viz. forming re- 
solutions to do good, without looking 
to the source of strength for aid ; we 
are too aptto have confidence in ‘our: 
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_geance burns to the lowest hell—still 


eves; too fond oftrusting in the pow- 
ers of our own souls, unassisted by 
superior might. We must ‘Jearn to 
have humbling views of our own abi- 
lity ; to think ‘lightly of our capabiii- 
ty of doing right, else we can make 
no progress in the divine life. Let 
us not hew out to ourselves broken 
cisterns Which can hold no water, but 
let us go to the fountain of living wa- 
ters. Trust not in yourselves, but 
trust alone in God your maker— Pray 
to him to help ycu overcome your 
infirmities—You have need of his 
aid, and his aid he will give the mo- 
ment you ask for it with sincerity. 
All such expressions as— God 
knows—thank God—used lightly and 
carelessly, are breaches of this com- 
mandment. Such expressions in com- 
mon conversation are extremely sin- 
ful. The name of Deity ought never 
to be mentioned but withthe greatest 
reverence. One thought on the great- 
ness of his majesty, ‘the glory of bis 
power, the intir hity of his attributes, 
is enough to prevent all careless use 
of hisname. What—shall man, who 
is the work of his hands—man, who 
is the worm of an hour—shall he thus 
frivolously sport with the name of that 
being betore whom angels veil their 
faces. That being ‘* who holds cre. 
ation on his arm and the stars in his 
right hand’—ITle who can speak a 
universe into existence, or command 
it into nothing in a second !!—Man, 
who art thou, that thus triflest with 
the Lord thy maker—with him in 
whose hands is thy eternal destiny. 
‘The most favoured angel in Heaven 
would no more dare break this com- 
mand than he would dare attempt to 
overthrow the eternal—and wilt thou 


_€are!—Thy ignorance alone is the 


cause—Thou seest not the glory of 


_God—thou seest not his terrors, be- 


fore which even angels stand in awe. 
True it is thou hast his revelation— 
That tells thes how tremendous are 
his judgments, that tells thee his ven-

that is presumption as far from 
christian feeling, as the meridian 
from midnight. If thou indulgest 
such thoughts, thou knowest nothing 
of his Gospel. Thou art still in the 
gall of bitterness and bond of iniquity. 

Look abroad on yon Sun, marching 
along the illimitable asure, awaken- 
ing every where that subtle fiuid 
which is the light of the world. Have 
you no respect for the Creator of so 
splendid an object, Contemplate your 
own system ; reflect on its innumera- 
ble nerves and veins; and, when lost 
in astonishment with the thought that 
a harp of thousand strings should 
keep in tune so long ; then think if 
you ought not to reverence him who 
not only made it, but who preserves 
it safe amid the assaults of dangers 
and diseases unnumbered. MHark to 
the whirlwind and the storm! See it 
sweep in terrible majesty (fresh from 
the boisterous north) bending the 
elm, the ash, the oak, and threaten- 
ing Wilh devastation every living 
thing. Before it bows the forest that 
furzes the mountain

Some wretches are so stupid as to 
ask Godto damn their souls. Ah, 
they know not the horrors of the pit, 
or they wouvid never put up f!} 
prayer. Could they recal to light 
and jife one of their old companions, 
his lamentable tale would harrow up 
their souls. Yes, ye profane, ye who 
never pray to God, but to ask him to 
damn you ; cou!d some ore of your 
old mates in profanity, now cleave 
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the solid centre and rise before you, 
wrapped inthe flames of that hell 
which is their only home, ye would 
with horror shrink from the repetiti- 
on of that prime prayer of Satan—ye 
would no more ask God to damn you, 
but on the contrary, would ye sin- 
cerely cry for Christ Jesus to save 
you: There isa hell, and it is pro- 
vided for just such wretches as the 
incorrigibly profane. God has told 
you there is: His word, which you 
dare not disbelieve, tells youso. All 
nature shews you, by analogy, that 
vice must be punished—and stil] will 
ye disbelive it >—What, must ye be 
plunged into the lake which burneth 
with fire and brimstone. Must your 
ears be burst with the dissonant 
shriexs of the damned themselves, 
before ye will belive there is any such 
thing as damnation! Pray, sir, who 
made you! Who formed and fashion- 
ed your every feature! That same 
God who gave you being, has told 
you, by incontestable declarations, 
there is a hell ; and he has told you, 
it echos with profanity. Yes, ye 
profane, ye are merely now in your 
apprenticeship. In hell will ye find 
those who can teach you how to swear 
most tremendously. Satan himself 
isan old swearer. He has taken 
GOD’s holy name in vain myriads of 
times. Hecan perfect your educati- 
on, and continue to give it more and 
more of a diabolical polish to all eter- 
nity. 

But itis not the will of God you 
should perish. Itis not his will you 
should thus take your degrees in per- 
dition, unless you insist upon it. If 
you pray tohima hundred times a 
day to damn you, you may attain 
damnation. But your Creator coun- 
sels you otherwise— He tells you not 
to pray to him to be damned—but he 
desires you to go to him, through Je- 
sus Christ, and ask to be saved. He 
will save you. He will free you from 


your wicked passions. He will change 
your corrupt hearts, and give you 
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hearts to love and fearhim. But you 
must change your prayers—you must 
pray for salvation. Depend upon 
it, if you pray for salvation, with 
sincerity, you will attain it. And is 
not salvation worth praying for, as 
frequently, and with as much ear-. 
nestness, as damnation. You pray, 
many of you, for damnation, a hun- 
dred times a day, and some times 
with al] your soul and strergth—only 
change the object of your prayer, end 
seek as earnestly for Eleaven, as you 
now do for Hell, and you shall attain 
it. Surely this is easy terms. Tske 
asmuch painsto serve God, as ye 
now do toserve the Devil, and ye 
shall find acceptance and everlasting 
felicity—a mansion of repose, a robe 
of righteousness, a crown of iImmor- 
tal glory. 

Profanity is as strong a proof of the 
total wickedness of the human heart 
as can be wished. It may be almost 
called in itself abstract depravity— 
wickedness in the essence. It seems 
like the effluvia of perdition. With- 
out aim or motive, it flows from evil 
passions, as naturally as vapor from a 
pool. No stronger proof need we ask 
of the wicked dispositions of a man 
than his constantly cursing and blas- 
pheming—trifling with theholy name 
and attributes of Jehovah. Man, why 
will vou break this command ; it 
gives no pleasure, save such malig. 
nant gratification as the devils feel— 
of the same kind is the satisfaction 
‘ou take in swearing : and the gleam 
of fiendish pleasure which your souls 
enjoy at that moment, is but the re- 
flection of those rays that make dark- 
ness Visible in the pandemonium be. 
low. 

As taking God’s name in vain is 
the mast direct mode of violating this 
holy law, so the numberless forms of 
cursing and swearing, proceeding 
from the same evil spirit against 
which this command is directed. are 
also breaches of the law. Our swear- 
ers and cursers, seem to-think no-
